DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on September 1 6, 2009. 
Claims 4-6 are pending and are allowable for reasons of record. Claims 1-3 are 
cancelled. Claims 4-6 have been amended. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-6 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record, Saito (JP 11-354143), Imamura et al. (US 
2004/0038098), and Simpson et al. (US 2004/0197614), do not disclose, teach, or 
suggest a fuel cell system comprising a fuel cell, a fuel gas supply means, an oxidant 
supply means, an inert gas supply means, a means for measuring a pressure Pa in the 
inlet-side flow path leading to the anode and a pressure Pc in the inlet-side flow path 
leading to the cathode, and a controller configured to variably control the flow rate of the 
inert gas supplied to said fuel cell based on the values of P g and P g during a purge 
operation of replacing the fuel gas and/or oxidant gas in said fuel cell with the inert gas 
supplied from said inert gas supply means when said fuel cell is started up or shut down 
such that the relation of 0<AP g x AP 0 is always satisfied and the relation | AP 0 | < | AP n| is 
satisfied, where a differential pressure AP is defined as AP = P g - P c , AP n is the 
differential pressure during operation, and AP E is the differential pressure during the 
purge operation. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
